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Marineland defends condition of walrus 


Photos and videos 
released last week of a 
Marineland walrus named 
Zeus have sparked another 
round of debate about 
conditions at the Niagara 
Falls park. 

In a video posted on 
former Marineland trainer 
Phil Demers' YouTube page 
Aug. 15, what appears to be 
an emaciated walrus is seen 
on the performance stage 
looking listless, with his 
spine sharply protruding on 
his back. 

Demers, who worked at 
the park from 2000 to 2012, 
estimates Zeus to be 13 
years old, and should weigh 
at least 3,000 pounds. He 
doubts the walrus weighs 
1,000 pounds in his current 
condition. 

“He by far should be 


he says, adding the park was 
“warned” about how large 
Zeus would grow when he 
was obtained from Russia 
about 11 years ago. “This 
should be a massive animal." 

He said watching the 
video, filmed last Monday, 
left him “gutted.” 

A week later, the video 
has more than 72,000 views 
on Demers’ YouTube page. 

It has also been shared by 
animal rights group PETA 
(People For the Ethical 
Treatment for Animals) and 
website The Dodo. 

Three days after the 
video began circulating, 
Marineland released 
newphotosofZeusonits 
Facebook page where he 
appeared much healthier. 

A video was also released 
of him swimming in a pool 
eating fish. 

Inaresponsesentby 
e-mail to Postmedia Network, 
Marineland daims “the 


allegations against Zeus are 
completelyfelse,” andthathe 
is “healthy, eating well, socially 
active and in good health.” 

“These allegations routinely 
arise when activists' groups 
need publicity and are trying 
to raise money. They follow a 
fundraising cycle rather than 
being related to any genuine 
concerns about the health of 
any animal.” 

The park says Zeus “has 
always been a long and lean 
animal,” and like all of the 
facility's walruses, he drops his 
winter weight m the summer 

“As he has done in pastyears, 
he will put on weight aswe 
head into the colder months. 
On land, walruses appear to 
be sluggish and slowwhen 
moving, but this is due to their 
size, not their fitness.” 

The park adds Zeus was 
checked by the Ontario 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals (OSPCA)

Demers is being sued by 
the park for $1.5 million. Since 
2012, the park has launched 
nine lawsuits against former 
employees, activists, news 
outlets and — earlier this year 
— a California filmmaker. 

Demers says he has spent 
about $100,000 in court 
proceedings so far. 

He’s concerned Zeus 
will have the same fate as 
Pandora, another Marineland 
walrus who appeared thin 
and eventually died in 2008. 

“I doritknow how much 
longer (Zeus) has got, but 
I’ve personally wimessed an 
animal go from what I deemed 
fairly healthy to dead within 24 
hours. It’s anyone's guess." 

Marineland responds that 
Demers has "no education 
regarding walrus health,” and 
that “Zeus’ weight is just fine.” 

“Activists will continue to 
post misleading information 
and photos of all of our 
animals. We will continue to 
provide accurate information 
and care of all of our animals.”

GO service to reach 
Niagara Falls by 2023 


Commuter service to Niagara is 
expected to begin in Grimsby and will 
be expanded through to St. Catharines 
and Niagara Falls by 2023. 

The announcement was made by 


Del Duca June 28 on a packed platform 
at the St Catharines train station. 

The Niagara GO rail extension, 
subject to afinal agreement with CN 
Rail, will operate on 60 kilometres 
of track between the future 


Confederation station in Hamilton — 
for which construction begins next 
year and will be completed in 2019 — 
and Niagara Falls. 

It will include construction of a 
new station at Casablanca Boulevard 
in Grimsby, as well as upgrades to 
existing train stations in St. Catharines 
and Niagara Falls. 

Those retrofits will begin as soon as 
summer 2017, said Del Duca.

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Youngsters learn what it takes to be a first responder

It's never too early to learn 
about fire safety and preven- 

That's one of the mes¬ 
sages first responders hoped 
to teach 20 youngsters dur¬ 
ing the Fort Erie Fire Depart¬ 
ment’s annual Junior Fire¬ 
fighter Academy, which 
kicked off last Monday. 

The academy is a five-day 
summer camp that was cre¬ 
ated to provide children ages 
10 to 12 with an opportunity 
to learn the skills it takes to 
keep a community safe. It’s 
a free program that is organ¬ 
ized by the Fort Erie Fire 
Department’s public educa¬ 
tion program. 

“We’re trying to plant the 
seed in children's minds, and 


hopefully in five years or so 
they might want to become a 
volunteer firefighter, a police 
officer, or a paramedic,” said 
Kevin Winney, senior pre¬ 
vention inspector for the 
Town of Fort Erie. 

Winney said the campers 
visited a number of sites in Fort 
Erie including the YMCA, the 
Central Fire Station and Water¬ 
front Park and learned avariety 
of skills that included how to 
properly use a fire extinguishes 
how to handle fire hoses, first 
aid, howto tie ropes and knots, 
and boat safety. 

Each May, public educa¬ 
tion staff members reach 
out to all of the elementary 
schools in Fort Erie to invite 
children to submit an appli¬ 
cation to the camp. Partici¬ 
pants are notified in June 
that they have been accepted 


into the program. 

Participants from the pre¬ 
vious year are invited back to 
the camp “to act as mentors" 
for the younger children. 

Winney said the Junior 
Firefighter Academy is so 
popular that participants are 
selected by a lottery system. 

“It’s a great program,” Win¬ 
ney said. “Every year the kids 
are always so pumped to be 
here and they are excited.” 

The program would not be 
possible without the spon¬ 
sorship from a number of 
local businesses and volun- 

“There is no cost to par¬ 
ents whatsoever and that 
wouldn’t be possible without 
the support of community 
partners. Without them, we 
would be dead in the water,” 
he said.
